Aug. 2.—The Constitution of the 
United States preceded the Mag la 
Hawaii, according to a decision just 
rendered by Circuit Judge George D. 
Gear of the First circuit. He has al­ 
ready released on habeas ctfrpus peti­ 
tions three prisoners sentenced for 
infamous crimes after the resolution 
of annexation passed congress and was 
signed by President McKinley, on the 
ground that they were no! convicted 
by a unantmouj verdict of 12 jurors. 
A wholesale jail dell very of mur­ 
derers, burglars, thieves and 
other 
criminals Is threatened under the de­ 
cision. and Honolulu Is greatly dis­ 
turbed over the prospect. 
The decision was given under the 
recent Isular decisions of the United 
States supreme court, snd upon the 
clause in the Newllml* resolution, 
which stated that alt municipal legis­ 
lation of the Hawaiian Islands not 
inconsistent 
with 
the 
Constitution 
should "remain In force.** Judge Gear 
held that this meant that laws that 
were Inconsistent with the Constitu­ 
tion should not remain In force, and 
that therefore the 
Constitution ex­ 
tended to Hawaii Immediately on the 
signing of the Newtands resolution by 
the president. Attorney General Dole 
Is making a vigorous fight against the 
decision and la trying to get the mat­ 
ter before the supreme court. He con­ 
tendí the Const Itutlon doea not apply 
to Hawaii by virtue of the Newlanda 
resolution, or the flag raising. Judge 
Gear held that there were no rights 
of appeal bv the prosecution from a 
writ of habeas corpus granted and 
President Dole has applied to the an 
preme court for a writ ordering Gear 
to allow an appeal.

Dog Owners in the Citv Claim 


They are Being Buncoed by 
Authorities. 


COMPLAINTS WILL BE SERVED 


Out Of The Five Hundred Or More 


Notices Sened But Two 


Hundred Paid 


There is something real K'XKi on 
tap in connection with the proceed lire 
of collecting dog taxes in the city of 
Brainerd and 
lie fore 
the clouds 
which are now gathering will have 
cleared there will be suits and official 
actions galore, and the six hundred 
misfit curs in the town will be a sub­ 
ject of much weighty discussion. 
Chief of police Nelson has been 
busy during the past week or so 
serving notices on owners of dogs, as 
required by an ordinance governing 
this matter, and unless they step up 
to swell the citv exchequer to the 
tune of $1.15 per dog the officer will 
at once call again but it w ill be no 
flimsy notice the next time. 
It will 
be a complaint and they w ill have to 
answer to the charges set forth. 
The city officials have closely de­ 
fined or given contour of the work 
which they expect to perform in 
these cases and there will probably 
be no deviation. 
The dog man usually has trouble 
of his own and in most cases he can 
go to the policeman and unfold his 
tale of woe, but in this case the head 
of the force himself is the man who 
assumes the title of “ dog catcher’ 
with all the pomp and dignity of 
high canine significance and to him­ 
self he must mumble feelings of dis­ 
tress.* 
There seems to be a wide difference 
between the number of notices that 
have been served by the chief and 
the number of people who have called 
on City Clerk Low to contribute their 
ittle stipend. 
U p to date the chief 
has served something like 500 or OOO 
notices, but only 22*1 dog licenses 
have been taken out. 
While not in all of these instances 
where owners of dogs have not paid 
up no reason has been given by them 
why they do not pay, there is a large 
portion who object to paying a dog 
license and will fight it in the court 
if 
necessary. 
The 
question 
has 
arisen in the minds of many whether 
or not it is constitutional for the city 
to collect the license, when they have 
already been taxed for their dogs by 
the city assessor. 
The law requires that owners of 
dogs must pay a tax, $1.00 for male 
dogs and $2.U0 for 
female dogs. 
There are some who believe this is 
enough to pay for the privilege of 
keeping a dog. and they claim it is 
not the first time they have alluded 
to the 
matter. 
When 
Assessor 
Trommald w as around some of them 
claim that he stated that they would 
not have to pay a license if they paid 
the tax. 
Of course the genial as­ 
sessor stated this morning that was 
not so. 
He states he never told any 
one that they would not have to pay 
a city license: that he simply told 
them that he was the city assessor. 
However, there will be some fun 
when the show is opened and com­ 
plaints arc made and served on nom©* 
three or four hundred w ho own dogs. 
City Attorney Crowell gives it out 
rather emphatically that ^unless all 
licenses are paid by Monday arrests 
will follow ariel every one who has 
not complied with the dog ordinance 
of the city will be prosecuted.

There is som ething real good on 
tap in connection with the proceedure 
of collecting dog taxes in the city of 
B rainerd and 
before 
the clouds 
which are now gathering will have 
cleared there will be suits and official 
actions galore, and the six hundred 
misfit curs in the town will be a sub­ 
ject of much weighty discussion. 
Chief of police Nelson has been 
busy d u rin g the past week or so 
serving notices on owners of dogs, as 
required by an ordinance governing 
this m atter, and unless they step up 
to swell the city exchequer to the 
tune of $1.15 per dog the officer will 
a t once call again but it will be no 
flimsy notice the next tim e. 
It will 
be a com plaint and they will have to 
answer to the charges set forth. 
The city officials have closely de­ 
fined or given contour of th e work 
which they expect to perform in 
these cases and there will probably 
be no deviation. 
The dog man usually has trouble 
of his own and in most cases he can 
go to th e policeman and unfold his 
tale of woe, but in this case th e head 
of the force himself is the man who 
assumes the title of ‘‘dog catcher 
with all the pomp and d ignity of 
high canine significance and to him ­ 
self he m ust mumble feelings of d is­ 
tress.* 
There seems to be a wide difference 
between the num ber of notices th a t 
have been served by the chief and 
the num ber of people who have called 
on City Clerk Low to co n trib u te their 
little stipend. 
U p to date th e chief 
has served som ething like 500 o r OOO 
notices, but only 220 dog licenses 
have been taken out. 
While not in all of these instances 
where owners of dogs have not paid 
up no reason has been given by them 
why they tic not pay, there is a large 
portion who object to paying a dog 
license and will fight it in the court 
if 
necessary.

arisen in th e minds of m any w hether 
or not it is constitutional for the city 
to collect the license, when they have 
already been taxed for their dogs by 
the city assessor. 
The law requires th at ow ners of 
dogs m u st pay a tax. £1.00 for male 
dogs and 
Hi for female dogs. 
There are some who believe this is 
enough to pay for the privilege of 
keeping a dog. and they claim it is 
not th e first time they have alluded 
to the 
matter. 
When 
Assessor 
Trom m ald was around some of them 
claim that he stated that they would 
not have to pay a license if they paid 
the tax. 
Of course the genial a s ­ 
sessor stated this morning th at was 
not so. 
H e states Ie- never told any 
one th at they would not have to pay 
a city license; th at he sim ply told 
them that he was the city assessor.

There it something real good on 
tap in connection with the proceeclure 
of collecting dog ta s tl in the city of 
Brainerd and 
before 
the clouds 
which are now gathering will have 
cleared there will be suits and official 
action* galore, and the six hundred 
misfit curs in the town will be a sub­ 
ject of much weighty discussion. 
Chief of police Nelson has been 
busy during the past week or so 
serving notices on owners of dogs, as 
required by an ordinance governing 
this matter, and unless they step up 
to swell the city exchequer to the 
tune of 11.15 per dog the officer will 
at once call again but it will be no 
flimsy notice the next time. 
It will 
be a complaint and they will have to 
answer to the charges set forth. 
The city officials have closely de­ 
fined or given contour of the work 
which they expect to perform in 
these cases and there will prolmbly 
bo no deviation. 
The dog man usually has trouble 
of his own and in most cases he can 
go to the policeman and unfold his 
tale of woe, but in this case the head 
of the force himself is the man who 
assumes the title of “dog catcher' 
with all the pomp and dignity of 
high canine significance and to him* 
self he must mumble feelings of dis­ 
tress.* 
There seems to be a wide difference 
between the number of notices that 
'have been served by the chief and 
the number of people who have called 
on City Clerk Low to coo tribute their 
little stipend. 
Up to date the chief 
has served something like 500 or tkJO 
notices, but only 220 dog licenses 
have been taken out. 
While not in all of these instances 
where owners of dog* have not paid 
up no reason has been given by them 
why they do not pay, there is a large 
portion who objec t to paying a dog 
license and will fight it in the court 
if necessary. 
The 
question 
has 
arisen in the minds of many whether 
or not it is constitutional for the city 
to collect the license, wheu they have 
already been taxed for their dogs by 
the city assessor. 
The law requires that owners of 
dogs must i>ay a tax, ll.fi) for male 
dogs aud E2.0U for female dogs. 
There are some who believe this is 
enough to |>ay for the privilege of 
keeping a dog. and they dmim it is 
not the first time they have alluded 
to the 
matter. 
When 
Assessor 
Trommald was around some of them 
claim that he stated that they would 
not have to pay a license if they ¡mid 
the tax. Of ctuirse the genial as­ 
sessor stated this morning that was 
not so. 
He states he never told any 
one that they would not have to pay 
a city license; th at he simply told 
them that he was the city assessor. 
However, there will be tome fun 
when tho show is opened and com­ 
plaints arc made and served on «orate 
three or four hundred who own dog». 
City Attorney Crowell gives it out 
rather emphatically that #unU»s all 
licenses are paid by Monday arreats 
will follow arid every one who has 
not complied with the dog ordinance 
of the city will be prosecuted.

“You can better understand the value 
of my discovery,” said the Inventor, 
"when I say th a t you may turn a full 
head of this gas Into a redhot furnace 
and there will be no explosion. 
When 
ordinary Illuminating gas leaks and 
(ills the house, you strike a match, and 
aw ay goes the front of your dwelling, 
generally with fatal results. 
Fill a 
room with my dry gas. and no explo­ 
sion will follow if you light a dozen 
matches. 
It Is dry, nonexplosive gas. 
w ith power enough to run the heaviest 
machinery, yet as harmless as water. 
“ We have proved all our claims, per­ 
fected our patents and put the gas to a 
practical test with such success th a t a 
naval engineer has been detailed by the 
United States government to look Into 
It. 
He visited our machine shop In Ho­ 
boken recently, inspected every feature 
of the machinery while It w as working 
and took notes and copies of the plans. 
on which to prepare a report for the 
government.” 
It Is considered a valuable feature 
th at very little alteration need be made 
in a locomotive firebox or steam ship 
furnace to Introduce the gas. 
A new 
fire grate, a sort of gridiron or nest of 
gas burners, Is placed on the old grate, 
then connections are made with the 
gas m anufacturing apparatus, and a 
steady blast furnace tire. converting 
w ater almost Instantly into steam, is 
obtained. 
In ti recent experim ent on a railroad 
with crude 
petroleum 
1.800 gallons 
were required to ruu a locomotive and 
train 610 miles. 
Referring to this ex­ 
periment. the Ilol)oken Inventor said 
that by his process IOO gallons of ordi 
nary lamp oil. with com press^! air, 
would have made the sam e trip, thus 
reducing the qxi>ense to an eighteenth 
of the am ount expended. 
Another strong claim made for the 
gas nod compressed air process Is the 
doing aw ay with the enormous weight 
of coal required for driving a steam ship 
across the Atlantic and the abolition of 
smoke, making locomotives smokeless 
and railway travel cheaper and pleas­ 
anter. 
T he saving would uot be con­ 
fined to coal aloue. for nearly alt the 
tortured and overheated men at the 
furnaces could be dispensed with. and 
one man can supply ten boilers with 
dry gas and keep steam up to the high­ 
est racing point of speed. 
D anger from explosion from coal gas 
generated In the bunkers would also be 
removed, aud a w arship could carry 
enough olM o drive ber from New York 
to Maulla and return w ithout having a 
pound of coal on board.

‘ To Europe In four days wlthowt 
voaL at half the present expeas»* for 
fuel to drive an ocean steamer," Is what 
a Hoboken engineer claims for his new 
procesa of burning a very little p*- 
troleuiii with ffó per cent of redbot 
compressed air, says the New York 
Herald, 
t'kartas A. Kuenzel is hts 
ram#» and he told a plain story the 
other night which others wbo had seen 
the machine working corroborated. 
Tbey said that after years of experi­ 
ment a little discovery patented a few 
weeks ago gave the long nought solu­ 
tion to the protdem of making a non- 
explosive gas out of petroleum ami air. 
which burned like oxygt-u and which a 
child can use and control without the 
•lightest danger from explosion or suf­ 
focation. This new force, to run steam­ 
ships. rail a aya. automobiles and ma 
ehliiery, was a dry gas, the first, It 
was asserted, ever produced in practi­ 
cal qua nil ties. 
By the new Hoboken process com­ 
mon kerosene oil Is mixed with coo- 
pressed hot air, forming a gas. Just 
aa this gas enters the firelmx of tbe en 
glue, through small pipes within other 
pipes, [Missing over gas Jets, it l*ecomes 
so hot that every trace of moisture Is 
expelled, and at that instant it becomes 
dry gas, which will not explode. 
This is the gas which bursts Into 
flame as it flows from thousands of 
little needle holes In the pipes lying on 
the furnace grate. The heat Is so fierce 
as to convert water into steam almost 
Instantly. 
"Y'ou run better understand the value 
of my discovery,” aald the Inveutor. 
"when 1 say that you may turn a full 
head of this gas Into a red hot furnace 
«ml there will be no explosion. When 
ordinary Illuminating gas leaks and 
fills tbe bouse, you strike a match, nnd 
away goes the front of your dwelling, 
generally with fatal results. 
Fill a 
room with my dry gas, and no explo­ 
sion will follow If yon light a dozen 
matches. 
It is dry, nonexploslve gas, 
with power enough to run the heaviest 
machinery, yet as harmless as water. 
“We have proved all our claims, per­ 
fected oar patents and put the gas to a 
practical test with such success that a 
naval engineer haa been detailed by tb# 
United Htates government to look Into 
It. tie visited our machine shop In Ho­ 
boken recently. Inspected every feature 
of tbe machinery while It was working 
and took notes and coplea of tbe plans, 
on wblcb to prepare a report for the 
government” 
It ia considered a valuable feature 
that very little alteration need be made 
In a locomotive firebox or steamship 
furnace to Introduce tbe gas. 
A new 
fire grate, a sort of gridiron or nest of 
gas burners, is placed on tbe old grate, 
then connections are made with tbe 
gas mannfacturing apparatus, ami a 
steady blast furnace fire, converting 
water almost Instantly Into steam. Is 
obtained. 
In a recent experiment on a railroad 
with crude petroleum 1,900 gallons 
were required to run a locomotive and 
train 510 miles. Referring to this ex­ 
periment, tbe Hoboken Inventor said 
that by bis process 100 gallons of ordi­ 
nary lamp oil with compressed sir. 
would have made the same trip, thus 
reducing the expense to an eighteenth 
of the amount expended. 
Another strong claim made for the 
gas and compressed air process Is the 
doing away with the enormous weight 
of coal required for driving a steamship 
across the Atlantic and the abolition of 
smoke, making locomotives smokeless 
and railway travel cheaper and pleas­ 
anter. The saving would not be con 
fined to coal alone, for nearly all the 
tortured and overheated men at the 
furnaces could be dispensed with, and 
one man can supply ten boilers with 
dry gas and keep steam up to the high­ 
est racing point of speed. 
Danger from explosion from coal gas 
generated In the bunkers would also be 
removed, and a warship could carry 
enough olido drive her from New York 
to Manila and return without having a 
pound of coal on board.
